After the 
end of the war, and in view of the increasing rate of lawlessness, it was 
decided by the Soviet authorities that the Railway Police needed strengthen~ 
ing. A large number of additional personnel. was recruited, trained, and armed 
with weapons ranging up to submachine puns. To the uniformed personnel 
a substantial number of plainclothesmen were added3 and,after the organi- 
zation of the Central Administration of the Interior, the Railway Police

2. The Water Police (Wasserschutzpolizei),in contrast to the Railway Police, has 
considerable police tradition behind it. It was part of the Staatspolizei 
(Stape) before 1945, although in Berlin it was always under the control of 
the Police President. It has considerable authority on all waterways, harbors, 
canals, etc., and its potentialities as an intelligence gathering or repressing
